Police Move In

State highway-patrolmen moved 
into Maryville in force Wednes- 
day to prevent further student 
rioting at Northwest Missouri 
State College. 


For two consecutive nights 


more than 1,000 students have 
held noisy, stone-throwing dem- 
onstrations in the downtown 
area over what they claim is 
the poor quality of food served 
by the college. 


Forty .to 50 highway patrol- 


men joined law enforcement of- 
ficers from more than 100 miles 
away in patrolling the town. 


Gov. John M. Dalton ordered 


the patrol into Maryville after 
the president of the 
college 


asked for help to "secure the 
installation." 


Mrs. M. T. Sheldon, head di- 


etician at the college since 1957, 
resigned 
"in view of existing 


circumstances" and asked that 
she be relieved immediately.

The refugees, who reported 


they abruptly were allowed to 
leave Sinkiang recently after a 
four-year ban, gave what they 
said was a firsthand account of 
the struggle in one corner of the 
vast region.

They came from Ining, 50 


miles from the Soviet frontier, 
where Moslem minorities re- 
volted and were bloodily sup- 
pressed on May 29, 1962.

CHICAGO (AP) — In a sur- 


prise post-primary election ac- 
tion, a former Republican gov- 
ernor of Illinois was accused 
Wednesday of a $46,676 personal 
income tax evasion. 


He is William G. Stratton, 50, 


former boy wonder of Illinois 
politics who has been living the 
life of a gentleman farmer and 
stockman 
since his defeat in 


1960 
for/ a third term as gover- 


nor.

spect to the charge that is made 
against me in the indictment, I 
do not believe I have done any- 
hing wrong whatsoever." 
Stratton served as governor 
rom 1952, when

Stevenson dropped his Demo- 
cratic campaign for re-election 
:o seek the presidency, until 
1960. The indictment

he last four years of Stratton's 
tenure but gave no hint of the 
possible source of more than 
J93.500 in income it accused him 
of concealing.

talks fail, but Johnson indicated 
he would not let the entire 15- 
day postponement expire before 
considering other steps. 


"I have asked for a definitive 


report to me by this weekend," 
the President said.

put will settle it by the process 
of bargaining and by responsi- 
ble reason," Johnson said.

Flu Preventive Pill Said 
To Work Well In Tests 


CHICAGO (AP)—A pill to pre- 


vent flu has worked pretty well 
n first human tests, research- 
ers announced Wednesday. 


It also seems to help reduce 


chills, aches and pains and oth- 
er nastiness that, come along 
when you do get influenza. 


The need for shots against 


some types of flu have gone out 
the window if the drug lives up 
to its first blush of promise. It 
may also protect against Ger- 
man measles and perhaps other 
virus infections. 


The drug, amantadine hydro- 


choloride, was synthesized by 
chemists of the duPont Co., Wil- 
mington, Del. 


It appeared to be 75 per cent 


effective in protecting human 
volunteers, all prison inmates, 


against an epidemic of Asian flu 
a year ago, Dr. Herman A. 
Wendel, told the Federation of 
American Societies for Experi- 
mental Biology. 


And when given to a handful 


of other men struck by flu the 
drug apparently reduced fre- 
quency of symptoms of 12 of 13 
patients. 


The symptoms, as millions of 


people know, run a gamut from 
fevers and chills to cough, runny 
nose, headache, fatigue, nausea 
and abdominal upsets. 


Asian and other types of flu 


also can be a killer, especially 
among older people or those al- 
ready weakened by respiratory 
diseases. "Shots" have been the 
main prcventative, but there i* 
some question that they work 
well.

CHARLESTON, W. Vt. (UPI) 


— Supreme Court Judge Har- 
lan Calhoun said in a dissenting 
opinion Wednesday that a 60- 
year sentence handed to Marion 
Pyles 
in 
Monongalia 
County 


Circuit 
Court 
for 
kidnapping 


"glaringly violates various fun- 
damental legal principles, con 
stitutional and otherwise," 


Pyles1 conviction was upheld, 


in effect, on April 7 when the 
high court by a 4-1 vote re- 
versed a Marshall County Cir- 
cuit Court ruling which order- 
ed him released from Mounds- 
ville Penitentiary on a writ of 
habeas corpus. 


Pyles was convicted in June, 


1961, of forcing John W. Nine 
to drive him, at gunpoint, from 
Preston to Monongalia County. 
The kidnaping law provides a 
penalty of death or life impris- 
onment at the jury's discretion; 
not less than 20 years if t h e 
victim was returned unharmed, 
and not less than 10 if the vic- 
tim was unharmed and no ran- 
som paid or other concession 
yielded.

Advice Not Wanted 


Kingman Brewster, the newly inaugurated presi- 


dent of Yale University, is tremendously interested in 
preserving the American college as a completely 
autonomous decentralized 
unit, with no intellecual 


hostages given Lo the political state. Since he fears 
the government's hand it probably pleased him no end 
when one of his inaugural ceremony speakers, Dr. 
Davidson 'Nicol of the University College in Sierra 
Leone, Africa, told an assembly of two hundred 
educators from all over the world that universities and 
scholars should advise governments and not vice 
k'ersa. 


Alas, the current in the real world seems to be 


running the wrong way in the matter of advice. The 
complicated history of the "Mohole" project for drilling 
at a deep part of the ocean into the earth's mantle, 
that mysterious region of primordial rock which exists 
below the sedimentary crust, is evidence that the 
opinion of scholars is sometimes the very last thing 
that a government wants. 


An editorial in * recent issue of Fortune 


magazine offers what is sarcastically called a 
"Mohole Regress Report." The Mohole just isn't 
getting dug, and the editorial laments It in detail. 
What the editorial does not do, and could not 
possibly touch upon in the space, is to deal with 
the relationship between the government officials 
in charge of digging the hole (estimated cost, $1M 
million) and a committee of the National Academy 
of Sciences which had been set up to offer counsel 
on the aims of the project and the methods best 
calculated to attain those aims. 


Briefly, the scientists 'of the National Academy, who 


are the autonomous scholars to whom university presi- 
dents like Kingman Brewster look -for continued inde- 
pendent thinking, have apparently been told by their 
own president, Dr. Fred Seitz, to shut up. The quarrel 
is incredibly complicated, but basically it involves 
two different approaches to getting the Mohole dug. 
National Academy scientists think it should be dona 
in two or more stages. They advocate a preliminary 
deep water drilling which would not necessarily seek 
to go all the way through the earth's outer crust to 
the mantle. 


This should be done from a small oceanic platform, 


so the scientists say, in order to learn something about 
drilling in the open ocean before committing immense 
sums to a big platform and a big drilling rig. Deep 
water drilling has to be done from a free-floating 
vessel kept in one spot by electronic controls, and not 
too much is known about carrying on such a project 
under gale conditions. 


Well, the government, through its National 


Science Foundation, decided some time ago to "go 
for broke" with the one big final drilling. It chose 
tiie Houston, Tesas, firm of Brown and Root, Inc., 
to run the show. The National Academy men per- 
sisted in their attempts to get the National Science 
Foundation to listen to the case for a two-stage 
operation, beginning with the building 
of 
the 


so-called "experimental-exploratory" ship. But the? 
got nowhere. 
And when Hollis Uedberg, the 


Princeton geologist and oil drilling adviser who 
was chairman of the National Academy of Sciences 
group set up to advise on Mohole. tried to publish- 
a statement of his committee's case, he was forced 
to resign. 


The power of Lhe president of the National Acade- 


my of Sciences to keep a member of an Academy 
committee from testifying before Congress or carrying 
a fight into the open would seem to be considerable. 
Thus, if the Academy's president becomes committed 
for one reason or another to the government's side of 
things on a given subject, he can do much to keep his 
own committee chairmen from advising the govern- 
ment. The whole business reminds one of the "Cool 
Card" that presents a tough guy saying lo a meek 
mouse, "When I want your opinion, I'll give it to you." 


The subject of the Mohole is no doubt beset with 


booby traps for the laymen (how else when the very 
word has to be traced laboriously back to a Yugoslav 
scientist named Andrija Mohorovicic. who discovered 
the existence of the earth's mantle?). But the fears 
expressed by Yale's new president, Kingmao Brewster, 
would seem to call for publicity about any case in 
which academic advice to governments is in danger 
of .being suppressed. 


Pentagon Cables Show MacArthur 
Failed To Heed Chiefs' Warnings

WASHINGTON - The confiden- 


tial files of the Pentagon, hitherto 
not declassified, tell a quite dif- 
ferent story from the two bitter 
interviews given by Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur regarding the reasons 
for the stalemate in the Korean 
war. 


They show that MacArthur re- 


fused to believe the Chinese would 
enter the Korean war, even though 
his own intelligence reported that 
during four months in the sum- 
mer of 1950 the Chinese had built 
up their troops in Manchuria from 
116,000 to 850,000. 


MacArthur in the interviews, 


published posthumously last week, 
denied that he had told President 
Truman the Chinese would not in- 
tervene. But the cable he sent 
Washington, when the Pentagon 
asked him about the increased 
build-up of Chinese strength, is 
in black and white. It reads: 
"This growth of strength in Man- 
churia is not an immediate index 
of warlike intentions." 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff how- 


ever flashed back this warning to 
MacArthur by telecom message, 
No. TT-3848, dated October 4, 
1950: "The potential exists for 
Chinese 
Communist 
forces to 


openly intervene in the Korean 
War if UN forces cross the 38th 
parallel."

3. As between Rockefeller and 


Johnson, how would you vote?

5. As between Goldwater and 


Johnson, how would you vote? 


The same Republicans might be 


asked: 


If Robert Kennedy is the Vice- 


Presidential nominee, would you 
vole for the Johnson ticket?

ticket. Another question, address- 
ed only lo Democrats, would be 
the following:

Nobody at this time can be

Cancers originate as a rule on 


the surface of some tissue, such 
as the skin, or in the lining of 
the mouth, stomach, intestine, or 
bronchia] tube.

Cancer cells may drop off the 


outer surface of the tumor and 
mix with the secretions of the 
involved organ. Those in the uter- 
us, for example, are shed into the 
cervical and vaginal secretions. 
This is the rationale behind the 
annual Pap smear done on wom- 
en. The secretions are studied 
under the microscope; when can- 
cer cells are noted, the test is 
positive. 


The mortality rate of; uterine 


cancer has declined 50 per cent 
during the last 25 years and it is 
believed many more lives could 
be saved if the Pap smear were 
done routinely. 


The cure rate of cancer of the 


skin is 97 per cent. Malignancies 
of the stomach are not as easy to 
recognize. The majority are not 
detected until it is too late. This 
explains why the death rate is 
so high in this type of cencer,

Anyhow, that's England right 


now. There's been a bit of a so- 
cial revolution.

Everyone's thinking has had t« 


be substantially modified. I have 
been in England during this whole 
Beatle madness, right from the 
beginning when, if someone said 
Beatles, you'd say, "Who?" to 
right now when the Prime Min- 
ister slips casual references to 
the Beatles in his campaign 
speeches. 


The Beatles are not only very 


hot, socially, but No. 1 conversa- 
tion-wise. Here, you'd better b* 
careful. England has always been 
a nation of free speech, unlike 
our

thinks it is. In England, it's quite 
possible at a cocktail party to 
sidle up to a total stranger and 
say, "Look here, I'm a Commu- 
nist.

You must like them, t 
mean as people, not necessarily 
as singers. Somehow their sing, 
ing, which is what started th« 
whole thing, has got tost.

One discus- 
ses the Beatles as human beings, 
as great thinkers, as philoso-' 
.phers, as personalities — never 
their act. You adore the act. That 
goes without saying. But as con- 
versation material, no. You dis- 
cussed that Jast year, not thi» 
year. 


Still, this is a nation of rugged- 


individualists and ferocious ec- 
centricity. 
Somewhere in Eng- 


land lives a fierce Englishman' 
who loathes the Beatles, hates 
their singing, and them per- 
sonally. 


At least, I think so or we'll all 


lose our sanity. Somebody has got 
to start the ball rolling the other 
way. Somebody has got to hav« 
the strength to walk into a room- 
ful of people and say, "I hat«:
